and fashionable dramatic event of the year 
came off last evenirg at Pope’s Theater, the 
eccasicn being the grand testim nial benefit 
tendered to Mr. Charles Pope. The spacious 
theater was thronged with a representative 
audience, embracirg the wealth, intellect and 
fasbion of the Future Great. Such a gather- 
ing was a most flattering tribute of the es 


teem and appreciation with which 
Mr. Pope is regarded, and the 
walm ani enthusiastic reception 


accorded him as he appeared befere the foot- 
tights, the demoastrative plaudits which com- 
pelied him tocome before the curtain, and 
the vociferous demand for a speech to which 
be was torced to yield and to which he re- 
sponded in a most happy and humorous vein, 
all these were such tokens of popularity and 
the bigh consideration he is heid in here, 
that Mr. Pope would be more than human if 
be had not felt a pardopnable pridein such a 
glowing recognition of success. Mr. Pope.as- 
sumed the character of Mercutio, and 
his delineation of the witty, mercurial friend 
of Romeo was, it is neediess to say, most pol- 
ished and artistic. The death scene after 
Mercutio had received the fatal wound from 
Tybalt was atriumph of dramatic art. The 
most interest in the performance, however, 
centered in the debut of *’a young society lady 
of St. Louis,” as the perfumed satin pro- 
grammes putit, but who was generaily sup- 
posed by the audience te be Miss Elia Stur- 


gis.. it was the young lady’s first 
essay in the dramatic art, and 


the arduous ro!e of Juliet was the one she 
had undertaxen. As the curtain fell the ver- 
dict was that Miss Sturgis hed achieved a re- 
markable success, and this was the decision 
notonly of the young lauy’s admirers, but of 
those whose judgment was not influenced by 
the contagious enthusiasm. There was no 
trace of nervousness Visible as the fair debu- 
tante came upon thestage. Onthe contrary, 
she displayed a thorough knowledge of stage 
business, and such aptitude that there was 
not visible even a suspicion of amateurism. 
In the first acts Miss Sturgis was evidently 
holding herself in reseive, and it was not be- 
fore the famous potion scene that she exhibit- 
ed her full power. Thi¥ was the test of 
her strength, and Miss Sturgis was equal to 
the occasion. She hrlu the large audience 
literally speli-bound with her marvelous 
histrionic talent. The conilicting emo- 
tions, the varying shades of doubt, despair 
and devotion which contest for mastery 
inthe breast of Shakspeare’s heroine were 
depicted with adepth of pathos and power 
that was a surprise even to those whu had 
best-vauged the fair debutante’s talent. The 
grand scene Was grandly portraved. That 
Miss Starygis possesses dranyatic,ability of a 
Lizh order is evident; her elucution is excel- 
lent, ber enunciation clear and her voice 
welodious and welitrained. At the close of 


the potion scene Miss Siurgis was twice 
called before the curcain, and 
overwhelmed with #Horal tributes, one 


of which was particularly conspicuous and 
bore the significant inscription *“*From the 
Seventh Cavalry.’’ Mr. Fred B. Warde en- 
acted Romeo with his usua! skill and ex- 
cellence, although suffering from a severe 
hoaiseness. His assumption of the typical 
lover was both robustand maaly. The other 
characters were all well filled. Last night 
was a memorabie triumph both for Mr. 
Charles Pope and for his pupil, Miss Ella 
Sturgis.

A BIG SCHEME. 


How a Telegraph Operator Proposed 
! to Move Stocks. 
{From the New York Sun. ] 


Recently a telegraph operator named Thos. 
Holister was arrested in San Francisco by a 
Chicago detective. Holister had formed a 
plot to cut the telegraph wires uniting New 
York and San Francisco and then to send 
East a dispatch, dated at some station in the 
Sierras, saying that a tidal wave followed by 
an earthquake had destroyed San Francisco 
and Virginia City. The object of the plot was 
to cause a panic in Pacific Mail stock and Com- 
stock securities inthe New York market, the 
panic to be taken advantage of by confeder- 
ates. For several months tne Western Union 
Company knew that their wires were being 
tampered with, and they sent for the Chicago 
detective. He traveled along the line forsev- 
eral weeks, and finally came upon aclue at a 
spot a few miles eust of Battle Mountain. At 
this spot the wire had been cut and a piece 
that could readily be disconnected had been 
letin. The detective further found an insu- 
lated wire concealed in the grass and sage 
brush near by. Anendofitlong enough to 
reach the main line was coiled up. The wire 
ran rorth, and the detective, following it for 
a mile, came upon an exc:vation in the ground 
which was roofed in with branches aad turf 
and which contained, buriedin one corner, 
several Leyden jars, strips of copper and bot- 
tles of acid. The detective concealed himself 
near by and watched the place for several 
days, but without result. 

One day at Battle Mountain he saw in a 
pewspaper an account of the arrest for a 
breach ef the peace of a telegraph operator 
whom he had known in Chicago. The detec- 
tive, from what he Knew of the man, was 
prompted to go tv San Francisco and look af- 
ter him. He visited Holister’s room and 
there found what confirmed his suspicions 
that it was Holister who had tampered with 
the Western Union wires. Holister was ar- 
rested and made confession. In his room was 
found the following, written upon a piece of 
foolscap paper: 

‘*At 10 o’clock this morning a tidal wave 
from the Pacific Ocean swept over San Fran- 
cisco, Wiping out the entire city in ten min- 
utes. Jt advanced inland and rose until the 


; waters were ten feet deep in Sacramento and 


Stockton. Accompanying this oceanic dis- 
turbance was a tremendous shock of earth- 
quake, which was felt-most severely in Vir- 
vinia City. The mines onthe Comstock are a 
mass of ruins. No further particulars can be 
vained at present.’? 

This, Holister said, he had intended to send 
asa dispatch to the Associated Press. The 
decline in Comstock securities had delaved 
the carrying out of his design. He made his 
headquarters in San Francisco, and was only 
waiting forarising market. The apparatus 
found near Battle Mountain had been placed 
there by him,and he intended to cut the 
Wires and send his dispatch at that point. : 
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‘*The Case Stated.”’

4th,the land system; 5th, the iast orzanized ef- 
fort by the National Land Leazue to root the 
people on the soil of their 
fathers and prevent their expatriation 
through poverty or extermination by famine; 
and Gib, a gazetteer. The recital of the suf- 
ferings of those who have workedin the cause 
of Ireland is simple, but forcible and elo- 
quent. Graphic sketches of the leaders of 
the Land League are included in the volume, 
embracing Charles Stewart Purnell, Jobn 
Dillon.Joseph Biggar, John O’Connor Power, 
W.H. O’Sullivan and others. ‘What Lreland 
asks for’’ is stated plainly and without cir- 
cumlocution. ‘*The Case Stated” is an ad- 
mirable plea for Ireland for the Irish. 
Altogether the volume is one of peculiar value 
at the present time, when the American Irish 
are taking such a deep interest in the politi- 
cal struggle inaugurated by Parnell to wring 
justice for Ireland from the hands of the Eng- 
lish. From (first to last the book is 
absorbing and fascinating and will be perused 
with deep interest by all who take an interest 
in the Jand of Emmett and ©’Conneil.

MOBERLY. MO., May 21.—Moberly is but 
a young city that. has grownand is still grow- 
ing§with such rapidity that it has earned the 
name of “Magic City.’’ The place has a 
wide reputation for beingone of the most 
prospereus and enterprising cities in 
the West. Her business men are all energetic 
and alive to the interest of theirtown. They 
have in the last few years displayed great en- 
terprise in many undertakings. 

The Missouri, Hannibal and Texas and Wa- 
bash, St. Louis and Pacific Railroads pass 
through the city. The latter road have their 
machine shops located here, which give em- 
ployment to 500 men. The Ottumwa Branch 
of the W., St. L. & P. R. R. runs from here 
to Ottumwa, lIowa,a distance of 150 miles. 
These road,make Moberly a railroad center of 
no small note. ; 

The town site is one of the most beautiful 
in the State. The plot of land upon which it 
is built is smooth, though rolling enough to 
make the drainage good. The place is laid off 
with great taste, the streets running with the 
cardinal points, and are wide and kept in ex- 
cellent condition. The business portion of 
tbe ** Magic City” presents as fine an appear- 
ance as a place twice the size. The buildings, 
wi b one urtwoexceptions, are brick, built in 
the modern style. The residence part is very 
attractive. The houses are very tasty and 
neat. The vards fronting them are kept beau- 
tifully. 


THE HOTELS. 

Moberly has three fine hotels, the Mer- 
chants’, Rothwell and the Grand Central. 
The latter bas just been Opened. Itis a taree- 
story brick built with all the late hotel con- 
venienees. The rooms are commodious and 
well ventilated. It 1s furnished equaliv as 
vood as any hotel in the West. The 
house is owred by Wm. Smith, of 
Huntsville, and is leased to Vorhies & Sicotte, 
two gentlemen of large experience in the ho- 
tel business. The Rothnweil House is also a 
commodivous three-story brick building. It is 
keptin elegant style by Capt. Erskine, an old 
hotel man. ‘The Merchants’ Hotel is the same 
size asthe Grand Central. This house is 
known to «every traveling man inthe West as 
a favorite stupping place. The prvuprietor is 
P. Carmody. ‘There are a number of other 
hotels of minor note that are also good houses. 

READY FOR THE CON WENTION, 

The Democratic State Central Committee 
showed good judgment in selecting this point 
for holaing the convention, for the reason of 
its superior hotel facilities.

Illuminated Paint. 
[From the New York Times. | 

The English inventors of luminous paint are 
working bard to secure its general introduc- 
tion,and bave' been giving exhibitions io 
London of the many ways in which it may-be 
utilized; such, for instance, as painting sta- 
tionary and life buoys, street signs and ad- 
Vertisements, statuary and lawn tennis balls. 
As a curious scientific discovery the invention 
no doubt bas some merit; but its practical 
value is at present greatly limited by the con- 
ditions necessary for its use and the brief du- 
ration of its luminous qualities. As now pre- 
pared the paint has to be subjected to the 
sunlight orto a powerful artificial bt in 
order to make it Juminous, as this q iy ia. 
due to the chemical action upon [t of certain 
rays of light; but when this end has been se- 
cured the duration of brilliancy rarely extends

over six Gf eight hours, To bein the least 


serviceable for street it would be neces- 
te have the -board repainted 
each afternoon, a prpocuning which wenid be 
too expensive for the most oxi 
municipality to enter upon,and it is 0 
uestionable:'whether the pumber of vessels 
that enter a harbor during the night 
is suflicient to warrant this amount of work 
on the buoys that mark the channel. There 
are other o 1ons to playing lawn tennis at 
night, at least in this country. besides the 
impossibility of seeing the balis, and we fancy 
that the patentee of the paint will never grow 
rich on his sales for this purpose; while to 
illuminate statuary with a mild, phospores- 
cent glow would be, from an artist’s stand- 
point, in decided bad taste. It is conceivable 
that the paint might be used to some advan- 
tage in the case of life-buoys. It could easily 
be madea part of the regular duty of one of 
the minor officers on shipboard to repaint 
each day one ortwoof these necessary addi- 
tions to the outfit of a ship, and have them at 
all times in readiness for immediate service. 
When one was thrown to a man who had fall- 
en overboard during the night, unless the 
weather Was very thick, he could see it from 
a distance of 200 yards or more, while it would 
also actasa signal for those who afterward 
went to rescue him. Another employment 
for it would be in painting the suits of suh- 
marine divers, for thus equipped they would 
illuminate a space of several feet around 
them, even in the muddiest water, and would 
have both hands unincumbered for work. In 
time some means may be discovered of pro- 
longing this evanescent light, but until this 
time comes it is not likely that the paint will 
be much sought for other than by those who 
buy a for the purpose of making experi- 
ments.

Personal Encounters Between Preach- 
ers, Doctors and Lawyers. 
{Indianapolis Special to Chicago Tribune, May 20. | 

This morning, during the trial of the Senti- 
ne] libel suit, which has held the boards of 
the Circuit Court for two or three days, Maj. 


J. W. Gordon, the well-known attorney,. re- 


marked in the course of his argument that he 
“Didn't Want a man sitting behind me jump- 
ing up every few minutes like a basket of 
dom-tits to interrupt me when I am speak- 
ing.’’ This was addressed to one of the op- 
posing counsel, J. H. Laird, who replied: “I 
call the attention of the Court to the fact 
that _ the language of Maj. Gor- 
don is not only unprofessional, but 
ungentiemanly.’’ ‘Quick as lightning the 
Major made a rush for Laird, but was stopped 
by an associate counsel, who threw him down 
intoachair. Releasing himself again, how- 
eyer, the Major made another rush for him, 
seizing a large glass ink-bottle and hurling it 
at Laird’s head. Fortunately, it missed its 
aim, Striking another lawyer on the arm and 
bespattering a new suit of clothes beyond 
recognition.

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The Beautiful Boy Who Kept Company 
With a Tramp. 
| Titusville (Pa.) Cor. N. Y. Shon. | 

This town has been greatly excited forthe 
past week over a mysterious tragedy,resulting 
in the death of a twelve-year-old boy, whose 
only companion was atramp of generally re- 
pulsive appearance. The couple were first 
seen in this neigborhood on the 3d _ inst., aad 
the remarkably handsome and manly appe:r- 
ance of the boy was the subject of general 
eccmment among the residents, and their sus- 
picions were aroused by the presence of the 
child in company with the tramp, who was so 
evidently his inferior in every other respest. 
It was also observed that the tramp treated 
his companion with a mixture of fear and re- 
spect, which added to the general suspicion 
thatall was not right. One evening they 
were seen to enter an old barn on the 
suburbs of the town, as was supposed, to 
(btain shelter for the night. At about .4 
och ck the following morning a gentleman 
who lived in the neignborhood was aroused by 
aloud knocking on his door, and, on answer: 
ing tbe summons, be found tke visitor to be 
the tramp, who informed him that the boy 
had fallen from the barn loftand burt himself. 
On going to the barn the child was found lying 
partially under a large wagon, against whico 
he bad evidently fallen. His features were 
distorted with agony. Blood was pouring 
from his ears, eyes and nostrils, and on every 
side there were indications of the force with 
Which be had struck the floor in the blood 
scattered over the floor and sides of the barn. 
The lad was carried to a neighboring house 
and medical assistavce summoned, but he died 
In afew minutes. 

The excitement throughout the town was 
inie use, and a close Watch was placed over the 
iramp pending the result of the Coroner’s in- 
quest. When this was held the testimony of 
the man, while parily clearing away the 
cause of the deatb, only added to the mystery 
attending the biith and parentage of the 
yourg lad. The tramp, who gave his name 
as Wm. Greer, ssid that he belonged in New 
York City. Hehad first lived at Twenty- 
ninth street and Lhbird avenue, and latterly at 
416 Third avenue. Helcft there two weexs 
ago. and a few days Jater met the boy in Jer- 
Greer cluims that the boy first 
spoke to him, said that his name was William 
that helived in Philadelphia. 
They joiped company and prvuceeded oa the 


| tramp through New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 


reaching Titusville without incident. Greer. 
Who gave his story with great giidn2ss and 
seemed unconcerned at the sad fate of the 
child, whose pale, sweet fac? was within a 


| few yards of him as he testified, tnen detailed 


what happened in tne barn after tuey entered 
it. Hesaid they had climbed up to the top 
kftand lain down tosleep, wheathe child 
complained of being cold aud started to de- 
tloor to obtain a horse 
blanket which he knewto bethere. Greer 


he was, but that the lad persisted in his inten- 


| tion, and while ascending with the blanket 


fell to the floor. 

There is only one opinion prevailing in the 
community, Which is that the tramp’s story is 
untrustwortby, and that the true facts in the 
c.se bave not yetcome to light. In the first 
place, those who have seen the boy are of the 
opinion that he could uot have been the ordi- 
nary ramp that Greer would make him out. 
He was attired in rough clothing, it is true, 
but his underciothing was rich ani cleanly, 
and his hands showed that he had never been 
used to manual labor. A theory is gaining 
ground here that the child may have been the 
long-lost Charley Ross, but many of the more 
clear-headed residents gave it little credence. 
The feeling of the community has been so ex- 
cited that Jarge sums of money have been 
subscribed by wealthy residents to defray the 
expenses of an investigation. Handbilis giv- 
ing the outline of the case have been printed, 
and will be sent broadeast over the States of 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware and Maryland. Detectives have also 
been employed to ferret out the mystery, and 
strong hopes are entertained of their being 
successful. 

The child was buried two days after his 
death, the entire population attending the 
funeral. The remains were dressed in a 
handsome suit by ladies of the town, who 
also filled the coflin with flowers. The sym- 
pathy for the child was so strong, owing to 
bis remarkable personal beauty, that many 
tears were shed over the little coffin as it was 
lowered into the grave. The ladies organized 
a choir to render the music at the service, and 
four of the wealthiest residents of the town 
acted as pall-bearers. The plate of the casket 
bcre the inscription:

Greer bas been placed under _surveillance 

pending the result of the investigation. 
‘From the Philadelphia Times.) 

Yesterday Chief of Police Givin was waited 
on by John H. Stokley of Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, in reference to the identification of the 
photograph of the boy Carter, who was found 
dead im a barn in Titusville, Pa. Mr. Stokley 
was shown the photograph, and was visibly 
atfected. fle said that tbe picture resembled 
his young son, Willie B. Stokley, who left his 
home fifteen months ago, and who sinoe that 
time never wrote to his parents. Mr. Stokley 
suid he was induced to call atthe Central to 
see the photograph by a letter he received on 
May 5, datea Limestone, N.Y.,about fifty-five 
mi es from Titusville, ana signed “*A Tramp.” 
It stated that the boy Carter was Mr.S:okley’s 
voung son. The father also showed the 
Chief a photograph of the boy which was tak- 
en after he had been brought bome, after run- 
ning away a couple of years ago. This photo- 
graph somewbat resembled the one sent by 
the Titusville authorities. ‘The father and 
the officials at the Central think 
that thisis the right boy, but to make it cer- 
tain Chief Givin will to-day write to Titus- 
ville, asking if there were any peculiar marks 
on the dead body, which the father said were 
on one of the ankles of his son.

A Law Student’s Forgeries. 
[From the New York World. 


Eighteen months ago John P. G. Smith, 
who had been for some time a boox-keeper 
for Alfred Gilman, a lumber dealer and tan- 
ner of Port Jervis, N. Y., came to this city and 
entered. the Columbia Law School. He was 
graduated at the commencement last Wednes- 
day, and immediately returned to Port Jer- 
vis. Hehad expected to apply in a short 
time for admission tothe bar. He is engaged 
to a voung lady of Port Jervis, and it is said 
that he has lately made her presents of dia- 
monds. He himself dressed expensively, and 
appeared to have plenty of money. The 
townspeople talked considerably about him, 
and wondered where he got his money. Ten 
days ago, in leoking over a number of checks, 
one of Mr. Gilman’s clerks discovered one of 
them to beaforgery. The others were ex- 
amined carefully, and 260 checks were found 
which it is claimed had been successfully 
forged and paid. The checks were 
aN for amounts ranging from #19 to 
$50. and came in the aggregate to about 
$4,000. They were drawn to the order of dif- 
ferent employes of Mr. Gilman, and the 
payees’ names appear on the back. Tae 
checks were for small amounts and were 80 
cleverly executed that they hid passed 
through the New York banks, throngh the 
National Bank of Port Jervis, on which they 
were drawn, and through the hands of the 
flim itself without attracting atten- 
tion. ‘These checks, which are sup- 
posed to have paid Smith’s wav 
through college, were passed on three New 
York merchants. Nicoll, the tailor, took 
#000 worth of them, and the remuinder were 
divided about equally between Henry Milier, 
a shoemaker, of No. 26 West Fourteenth 
street, and Ridley & Co. Smith first gave the 
checks in payment for goods ond afterwards 
got them cashed at the various houses. The 
checks date as far back as August, 15:8. 
Smith was arrested, but as all the forgeries 
were uttered here in New York he could not 
be convicted in Port Jervis, and detectives 
yesterday came to this city and went before 
Justice Murray for a warrant to bring him on. 
They said, among other things, that Smith 
has a bank account of $600. Justice Murray 
said he would have to bring on one of th» 
bank officials before he could give the war- 
rant. The detectives went away disgusted.

PARSON PELTZ. 


Sudden and Unexpected Downfall of an 
Honored Man. 
| From the Philadelphia Times. } 


The explosion of a dynamite magazine could 
not have been more astonishing than the un- 
pleasant intelligence which came from James- 
town, N. Y.. concerning a prominent clergy- 
man who bad been honored and trusted by all 
who knew him. It was not only among the 
od ap of this city that George Alexaader 
Peltz was a favorite. During his term of ser- 
vice as a pastor here he made hosts of friends 
amorg all denominations. Asa preacher he 
was exceedingly popular. While he never at- 
tempted the higher flights of oratory, his 
pleasant conversational manner in the pulpit 
always secured bim large audiences. As a 
pastor he was bighly esteemed, and was cor- 
dially received among the families of the va- 
rious churches to which be ministered. Asa 
writer and editor he was both sparkling and 
careful. As anexpounderof Sunday school 
lessons he stood in the highest rank. As an 
educator and a conductor of institutes and 
other meetirgs held in the interest of religious 
training, bis services were so constantly in 
demand as sometimes to interfere with his 
pastoral work. 

Dr. Peltz’ ministerial work in the Taber- 
nacle Church in this city was so successful as 
toleadto a call to a large and important 
church in Newark, N. J. He was for some 
time secretary of the Pennsylvania Sunday 
School Association. The Sunday School 
Times secured his services as one of its edi- 
tors,in which capacity his already wide- 
spread popularity was greatiy increased. In 
connection with the Sunday School Assem.: 
blies held on the shores of Lake Caautauqut. 
he became sueh a favorite with the people of 
that region tnat about two years ago the Bap- 
tist Church of Jamestown, N. Y., at the bead 
of the lake, yave hima call, From that time 
until his sudcen downfall he was one of the 
most successful and popular of Baptist pas- 
tors. His chureh prospered and his congre- 
grations were very large. 

Recently it was whispered that things were 
not all right, and that behind Dr. Peltz’s ge- 
nial exterior there was an undercurrent of 
hypocrisy and uncieanness which it was 
somebody’s duty to expose. His relations 
with bis female amanuensis were reported as 
irregular, and the report is stated to have 
been putin circu’ation by his servant, who 
was jealous of attentions which she thought 
shou.d have been rendered exclusively to her- 
self. Acommunity like that of Jamestown is 
not slow in giving currency to information of 
this unsavory soit. There people were averse 
to hearing the gospel from the lips of a man 
whom they considered to be stained with 
moral roitenness. Determined to know the 
worst, yet to deal fairly with the accused 
pastor, some of the solid representative men 
of Jamestown visited him. He confessed all 
he was charged with and tearfully expressed 
his penitence, It was not a case, however,in 
which penitence could undo the mischief that 
had beendone. These men demanded Dr. 
Peltz’s resignation. Heguave itin the follow- 
ing extraordinary letter: 

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., May 8, 1880. 
a F ~ First Baptist Church, Jamestown, 


DEAR BRETHREN AND FRIENDS—I herebv 
present my resigbat.on as your pastor, and in 
doing so would make the following statement: 
1 bave for a considerable time been coavinced 
that my duty and my family, on the score of 
health, forbaae my remaining here another 
winter. It has been, therefore, my fixed 
purpose to leave Jamestown next fall at the 
latest. Orher cluims have aiso multiplied 
upon me, dividing my time and my strength, 
until at present [am quite unfit for anv work. 


aliof them I certainly cannot continue to 
carly. 
that forthe future I will devote myself to 
work other than the pastorate. 

To withdraw now from this pastorate 
seems Wise and timely for many reasons. A 
church left without a pastorin the fall is 
liable to lose its best season for church work. 
At this season of. the year settlements are 
more easily «flected. 

Again, any service which for three or four 
months to come I could render you would be 
necessarily so divided and imperfect as to be 
practically useless. 

In view of these and other considerations 
my decision inthe caseis settled. Please, 
therefore, regurd this resignation as final, and 
accept it without hesitation. I feel that the 
whole subject bas been canvassed, and I can- 
not change my mind concerning it. 

I will merely suggest that this action take 
effect at the close of the present month, 
though I franklv say that in the remaining in- 
terval I can do but littie service for you. 

Trusting that this house may be put in per- 
fect order. that you may speedily secure an- 
otber pastor and that God may abundantly 
bless you in the future years, I am very truly 
yours, GEORGE A. PELTZ. 

Fiom this letter itis evident thathe did 
not expect that bis moral rottenness would 
be made as public as subsequent events have 
shown that it was. In fact, he went to Cleve— 
land, as it is alleged, to preach and teach. It 
is well for himthat he did not return to 
Jamestown, forsome of his angered fellow 
citizens were in wait for him, with a view of 
coating him with tar and feathers. Warned 
by a friend, who methim onthe train, he 


went nobody knows where, and thus avoided | 


what would have been an unpleasantly warm 
reception. Thus. sadly and miserabiy does 
one of the most eminent and popular men io 
the Baptist Church drop out. His name still 
appears in the Baptist Teacher, 
the organ of the Sunday scnoo!l 
department of the church. He was its chief 
editor; andthe June number has just been 
issued. He leaves in the deepest grief a most 
estimable wife and several previously happy 
and bearty children, His oldest son has for 
some time time been preparing for the minis- 
try. His oldest daughter, a bright aud 
promising young lady, died very suddenly 
about two years ago. Never was there a hap- 
pier familv than theone which is thus pluaged 
into wretcheaness. Dr. Peltz had expected 
to goto Europe next month, baving been ap- 
pulnted a delegate to the Robert Ruikes Cea- 
iepnial Celebration, whichis to be held in 
London. But if be now crosses the water 
it will be ratbeg in the capacity of a fugitive 
than in that of a representative of tne Sunday 
schools of America. His old friends in 4's 
city, on bearing the sad news about him, 
h« ped that there might be some extenuating 
circumstances in view of which they would 
be able tolend a helping hand toward his 
restoration. This hope gave way w muiagled 
sorrow and indignation when they learned 
the worst.

Lucy Hooper’s Interview with thé 
Peerless Songstress.

Then, too, the other day I had the pieasure 
of reviving the memories of the supremesi art 
delight that I have ever enjoyed. I went to 
cal] on Jenny Lind. The unforgotten Swedi-h 
prima donna, whofor many years has sung 


no more, livesin a spacious and charming . 


mansion in a retired nook in South Ken- 
sington, a very grove for the nests of soag 
birds, by the way, for Albani lives but a few 
doors off, and more than one of the passen- 
ger warblers take up their residence habitu- 
ally in this ——— quarter. Embowered by 
trees an flowers, the home of 
Jenny Lind lonks just fitted to 
be the peaceful retreat for one who his 
drained to the very dregs the world’s in- 
toxicating cup of honors and applause. In 
the elegant drawinpg-room,hung with pictures 
und tastefully decorated with old china, ar- 
tistic draperies, etc.,I found a lady whose 
blue eyes and kinaly emile bore me back at 
once over the waste of somethirty year. 
Again, I sat, an eager, excited, school girls, 
glowing with anticipation, on the verge of my 
first great art delight. Isaw onc? more be- 
fore methe tal), slender figure in its white 
satin draperies, with green leaves and dia- 
monds adorning the abundant fair huir, and 
the olden thrjli creeps over me that heraided 
the first notes of that marvelous, that incom- 
parable voice, whose tones were to those of 
the velvetthroated Patti or the silver voiced 
Nilsson as the Regent compared to 
the diamonds of a Duchess. Shall 
I forget how old men, who 
knew just as much about music as they knew 
about Sanscrit, tmsed to sit with the tears 
streaming down their cheeks while Jenny 
Lind was singing “I know that my Redeemer 
livetb?’’? There she stood before me, the un- 
forgotten idol of my girlish idolatry, changed 
indeed by the lapse of years, yet unmistaka- 
bly the Jenny Lind of old. The abundant 
brown hair, with a few lines of silver amid 
its locks, wasturned under in the peculiar 
fashion in which she always wore it, andthe 
eyes are lovely as ever in their expression and 
in their soft depths of lustrous bide. As she 
talked, her gloved bands layclasped upoa 
her knee in the easy, graceful pose 
that was familiar to us in the Swed- 
ish songstress long vears ago. I 
called her attention to the fact, and she 
smiled at my remembering the attitude, and 
the pretty German monos) ilable ‘‘s0!’’ which 
usea to be another of the little peculiarities 
that we noticed and loved because they were 
hers, escaped from her lips. A grand piano 
io one corner of the room, and a large three- 
quarter length portrait of herself, painted at 
the height of her renown, recalled her past 
queenship in the realms of song. She was 
bandsomely yet plamly dressed in a rich black 
silk, closed to the throat with coral buttons, a 
stawl of old Cluny lace was draped around 
her shoulders, and she wore a very simple 
cap ef fine old Venetian guipure. She spoke 
in warm terms of affection of the United 
States, not in reference to the welcome and 
the worship it nad accorded to her in by-gone 
vears, but because, as she said in her quaince 
English that had such a charm about it,

And all but the spirit of man is divine.’’ 
Hence, some of the most interesting contribu- 
tions to the records of crime may be found in 
this locality. 

Only a few miles from here lived a wealthy 
widow named Louisiana Haig, connected with 
some of the most prominent families in the 
State. Her advent into society shortly after 
the death of her husband, Major Haig, caus- 
ed a social sensation. Her aumirers number- 
ed legion, for, in addition to vast wealth, she 
possessed personal charms of an extraordi- 
nary character and a disposition that made 
her welcome everywhere. Her voluptuous 
figure, dark, flashing eyes, tawny black hair 
and crimson cheeks furmed a vision of female 


loveliness that few masculine hearts, 
old or young, could successfully 
resist. Of course this breeded 


trouble. A bitterrivalry sprang up amoag 
the competitors for the loveiy widow’s hand, 
and more than one duel—none of which, how- 
ever, proved fatal—owed its origin to her 
funcied preference. As time went on, the 
swarm of adorers which hovered about this 
mountain Cleopatra grew gradually less, that 
lady indicating to firet one and then another 
that his devotion and affection eould not be 
reciprocated. Therefore, it was not long be- 
foreal] the worsbippers at her shrine had 
reluctantly vanishea, exoept two young men 
by the name of Claib Jackson aad Arnold 
Vanmetie, each of whom believed he had 
succeeded in arousinga reciprocal affection 
in the widow’s apparently obdurate heart. 
Young Jacksun belonged to an old and 
highly respectable family, and was the 
youngest ot six brothers. He was nearly, if 


not altogether, six feet tall. He 
possessed enormous strength, and 
was considered the best marks-, 


man in four counties. He was handsome and 
very popular. Arnoli Vanmetre was almost 
his opposite. He also wasa member ofa 
prominent family, but there the similarity 
ended. He was pa'‘e, slender and homely. 
Prior to the war bis father had been consid- 
ered one of the richest menin Helena, and, 
though !iosing heavily by it, at his death he 
bequeatbed Arnold a very large sum _ of 
money. The young man’s retiring disposi- 
tion made him few friends, but those who 
knew him were warmly attached to him. 

Such were the men for whom the faseinat- 
ing Mrs. Haig showed a decided preference. 

W bich of the two she really loved is, even 
to this day, a matter of conjecture. Perhaps 
it Was a question she could not herself satis- 
factorily answer; perhaps she cared littie for 
either. At any rate, she kept them both 
dancing attendance upon her, seemingly re- 
Jue ant or unwilling to forego their attentions. 
Each was buoyed up with the thought that 
he alone possessed her love; for she gave 
each just enough encouragement to keep 
alive bis infatuation. Sometimes Jackson 
appeared to be the favored one; again Van- 
metre seemed to have her heart in his keep- 
ing. Thus matters stocd when the crisis 
came. 

For, as a maiter of course, the young men 
quarreled about the object of their passion. 
A duel was arranged between them, anda 
time and place appointed forthe meeting: but 
their parents and relatives got aa in&ling of 
the aflair,and putan endtoit. After this 
there was.a suspension of hostilities for a few 
weeks, at the end of which time the bad blood 
between them again came to the surface. 
Jackson and Vanmetre met at the town tav- 
ern, both had been drinking, and ene word 
broughton another. Jackson required Van- 


metre to apologize for cartaia language he 
hud used previously in speaking of 
Ji: cksor, and upon his refusal to do 


so, drew a cane he ecarrietl and beat Van- 


metre severely. They were separated, 
the latter remarking sigaificantly, that **the 
end was not yet.’? This was on Sunday. 
Vanmetire took council with his friends as to 
what course be had better pursue in the mat- 
ter, and was told that the insult could only be 
wiped out with Jackson’s blood; that unless 
this was dore, he was forever ruined ia the 
estimation of Mrs. Haig. Oa Monday, in 
company with two hot-headed friends, he 
started out in search of Jackson, whom he 
found at Mrs. Haig’s country-seat. Jackson 
came out on the piazza, and, in response to 
Vanmetre’s demand for an_ gpology, 
suid he had none to make, and 
that he regretted nothing be hid 
done. Vanmetre looked at his friends, both 
of whom said: ‘*‘Yuu must whip him like a 
dog!’’ Mrs. Huig then interfered, coully ad- 
vising the gentlemen, if they wan:ed to kiil 
each otLer, to leave her premises! She then 
withdrew. Vanmetre drew a _  cow-hide. 
which he had concealed under his coat, and 
advanced upon Jackson, who, with a revolver, 
shot Vanmetre dead! The tragedy occupied 
scarce ten minutes. 

Afcer the murder Jackson attempted to es- 
cape, but was arrested and jodged in jail. 
Bail Was promptly furnished, and he was set 


free. His trial was set for an early day, but 
pubhe opinion was s0 strong against 
him that ix was found impossible 
to: get a jury to try him. A 


change of venue was taken to an adjacent 
county, and, after much delay, the trial took 
place. it was highly sensational. There 
were fifty or sixty witnesses, and the affair 
occupied three weeks. Mrs. Haig was p.t 
on the witness stand, but her testimony told 
powerfully against the prisoner. She testified 
as to Arnold Vanmetre’s meek disposition 
and Claib Jackson’s high temper; related in 
detail the events of the latter’s visit to her on 
the morning of the fatal shooting, when she 
said he nad declared his iotention of killing 
youny Vanmetre on sight! She was cross-ex- 
amined, but to no purpose. Ten minutes 
after she stepped from the witness-box the 
jurv, without leaving their seats, returned a 
verdict of guilty, assessing toe puni-hment at 
fifteen years in the State Prison: 
When the verdict was announced Jackson 
was entirely overcome, and Wept like acnhild. 
Asked if be had anything to say against 
the justice of the sentence, he responded that 
whiie be would give the world to restore bis 
victim to life, he bad nothing to reyret. As 
be was led away he passed Mrs. Haig (who 
neither by sig nor look recognized him), and 
said, passionaely: **This is your work. I 
have wrecked my life for your sake, and this 
is my reward.’’? The beautiful and heartless 
woman pulled her veil more closely over her 
face, and turned away without a word. 
Jackson’s friends carried the case up to the 
highest court, but without sucvess. How- 
ever, he did not goto the Penitentiary; for, 
with the aid of his brothers, he broke jail and 
fled to Texas, where he met his death ina sa- 
loon brawlin Austin. Mis. Haig soon after 
the trial removed to Mobile, Ala., and with 
her disappearance the curtain fell upon tne 
last scene of a somewhat tragic life-drama.

Paris thronged to the theater 
to sympathize with and weep over the self- 


It has been called very immoral, but 
its morality or immorality depends upon the 
way one looks at it. The author intended 
it to be moral; he wanted to showthat even 
women ofthe demi-monde have much native 
goodness. generosity and devotion; that they 
will immolate themselves on the altar of their 
affections; that they have capacities for vir- 
tue which are pot suspected; that they may, 
in a word, commit sin against conventionality 
usualiy unpardoned and unpardonable aad 
yet rire on occasion to moral heights. With 
this view the novel or the play teaches a les- 
son of charity, leading us to compassionate a 
class Which society expels and then shuts and 
fastens the door with triple bars. If there 
were nota dealof truth and naturein the 
work, it never could have had the effect it has 
had the world over. 

‘*The Ladv of the Camellias,’ like most of 
Dumas’ productions, is based on fact—found- 
edtoa degree on his personal experience. 
Marguerite Gauthier inthe drama was areal 
person, noted for her beauty, grace, elegance, 
and ber career was substantially as depicted 
by the author. Ihave heard that she was 
once his mistress; also that he learned her 
history through a \oung physician—the Ar- 
mand Duval of the English version—who had 
returned hither from Italy after Marguerite, or 
Camille, had died of consumption. Her fur- 
niture, pictures, bric-a-brac—all her effects— 
Lad been sold at auction when she died, and 
crowds attended the sale, because she had been 
the fashion. Dumas went there amoog the 
rest. and bought a curious ring as a mem2ato 
of thewoman. Some weeks later a stranger 
called, and, on meeting him, the young author 
found that he was the pbhysicisa who 
had been Marguerite’s lover, andi who 
had come to irquire if he could, by purchase 
or favor, secure thering bought at the auc- 
tion. The two men having been attracted 
mutually, Armand narrated his entire rela- 
tion tothe dead lorette. The novel is, with 
certain changes, poetic licenses, and liberal 
idealization, atranscript ofthe ac'ual. It is 
anexponent of the literature of the demi- 
monde, in which Dumas has so long worked, 
and worked so ablyand zealously as to be reck- 
oned its chief. ‘The success of the drama 
prompted the late Theodore Birriere to write 
“Les Filles de Marbre,’’ known to the 
English publie under the name of ‘* fhe Mar- 
ble Heart,’? as amore truthful tvpe of the 
half-world, and as a set-off to ‘Dumas’ very 
flattering and+rentimental portraiture. Marco, 
Lo doubt, is nearer tothe lorette guild than 
Marguerite is. Barriere’s piece has been very 
popular, but it has not begun to be the uni- 
versal favorite Dumas’ production has proven. 
Both are exceedingly clever, but the former 
has notthe force, the fervor, and the tum litu- 
ous passionateness of the latter, and conse- 
quently makes nosuch vivid or lasting im- 
pression. 
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AGRICULTURAL. 
Weeds. 

When at the end of the sixth day the Crea- 
tor beheld everything that He had made, we 
are told thatit was very good. Afterwards 
there was a garden planted, in which grew 
every tree that is pleasant to the sight and 
good forfood. Soon after this we read of 
thorns and thistles, and then follows the 
calamity ofthe ages: ‘‘In the sweat of tay 
face shalt thou eat thy bread!” 

We thought of this to-day as we saw a 
wheat field taken by the terrible pest Pigeon 
Weed. Itis anew comer, but it has come to 
stay. Itbhasa profusion of roots and seeds. 
The seeds fallinthe summer, germinate in 
the fall, the roots mat themselves in the soil, 
and when the grain is thin the weeds spread 
and take full possession. Wehave been look- 
ing for itfortwoortbree years, but to-day 
the multitude of little blue blossoms announc- 
ed their unwelcome arrival. We boughtrye 
in Cincinnati last fall and the accursed thing 
was broughtto usinthe sacks of rye. We 
bave determined to sacrifice the rye; that the 
sneaking blue bloomer must go under next 
week. One friend of ours says when he meets 
with a plant of this weed on his farm he digs 
it up and carries it with bim to the fire. 
Another has burned his straw over the field 
where the pest went to seed one year, and yet 
good cultivation has net cleared the field of 
LLe est. 

ve ily by sweat the curse must be held in 
check. If any one can tell us the most effect- 
ual wavtorid us of thiscurse he will have 
cur thanks. 

WUITE TOP, OR OX EYED DAISY, 

we thou_ht bad enough, but this humble- 
locking, blue-blossomed curse makes one 
shudder to think of the floods of *‘sweat”’ thit 
must be sked for its extermination, and yet 
Vigilarce and sweat may not overcome. The 
ox-eyed daisv can be exterminated from our 
meadows without plowing, provided they be 
tuken intime. We love tosee clean timothy 
hay, anc we have not barn room for white top. 
Our method isto go through the meadow 
when the daisy isin bloom, or before, while 
the grourd is damp and soft, and hand;pull 
thoroughly. Ir isnotsosiow or difficult 
a task as one wouldthink. If allowed to seed 
the land, it will take years to exterminate 
it. 

Now is the time to p!an the attack on weeds. 
As you value peace, prosperity and profit on 
the farm, do not leteitherof these pests go 
to seed. Sweat is the antidote for weeds. 
Hard work and perseverance wiil kill out™ 
any weed. Don’t let them get fortified, 
else there will beafearful timeto disicdye 
them. 

SOUR DOCK AND BURDOCK 


are two more nuisances that demand prompt 
attention. Do not wait untila more coa- 
venient season, but sweat over them before 
barvert. Afterthat they wiil have gone to 
seed. Take out the ~~ root with narrow 
spade or grubbing hoe. If vou leavethe tap 
root in the ground it will grow. It is said 
that cold, rich land, where docks flourish 
best, may be improved by drainage and a free 
use of time. 

When dock grows inthe meadow the grass 
is not the best, but coarse and rank. Weeds 
can bot be allowed to get the mastery. At- 
oe early and Often, and they will suc- 
cumb. 

If the regular force on the farm at this time 
in the year will not give time to clean it from 
the above named weeds before they form 
seed pods, one can make no better investment 
than 10 bire some extra help to attend to de- 
stroving such weeds at once. Delay i8 ex- 
pensise. One pest destroyed now will save 
the necessity of destroying a thousand one 
year Lence. 


Agricultural Items. 


The poultry-raising industry of Priace kl- 
ward Island is beginning to attractJattention 
as an important branch of itstrade. Its ex- 
ports of eggs last year, exclusive of those sent 
to the Dominion, were at 353,028, having in- 
creased from 338 482 in 1876. Lt is proposed 
to develop and expand this trade by formioga 
poultry association, with the object of im- 

roving stock by the importation of the be-t 
oreeds, and circulating information in regiril 
to breeding, rearing, and finding a marke: for 
produce. 


One of the largest cattle dealers in Ontario 
says the Canadian cattle trade is being greatly 
injured by the excessive charges made at the 
pest of Montreal for carrying Canadian cattie. 

he price demanded there is from five to six_ 
pounds, whereas Boston only charges four 
pounds per head, the railway freight to tbe 
respective ports being about the same. Ile 
states that if the Canadian lines do not reduce 
their rates the cattle trade will thia sea- 
son be diverted to American ports. Ile states 
also that the railways favor American ship- 
ments, and that be has to pay as much for his 
stock from the western part of Ontirio as he 
woula from Chicago. 


Neariy 25.000 head of cattle are gathered to- 
gether to be driven from Oregon to the east 
side of the Rocky Mountains. It will take all 
summer to cet through the mountains. To 
drive these to the Yellowstone country, where 
they will winter, will require 800 head of 
horses and the services of 120 men. Forty 
wagons accompany the drive,and about 100 
stand of loaded rifles will always be on hand,

This association, 
like many kindred organizations, early finds 
itself face toface with the question, what 
shall be done with the dogs? It was decided 
that a committee is to draft a law taxing Ken- 
tucky dogs, the fund thus created to be used 
in repayment of losses resulting from dog 
depredatiors. The Journal wishes the move. 
ment the fullest success, but fears that the 
experience of Kentucky breeders will be iden- 
tical with that of their brethren in other 
States. The Journal would gladly hail the 
passage of an eflicient dog law in every stock. 
growing State, or any one of these States, but 
has small hopes of being permitted the enjoy- 
ment of any such pleasure. 


From different parts of Germany c)me com- 
plaints of enormous losses of sheep from 
feeaing on lupins. ‘rhese losses are said to 
be very frequent in Silesia, Brandenburg, 
Saxony. Pemerania, and West Prussia. In 
Marea Ukrain, recently, a whole flock of sey- 
en hundred ewes died in two days from feed- 
ing on these plants, and in a second instance 
but one hundred was saved out of a large 
flock. The causes of the excessive mortality 
have been made the subject of special experi- 
mental investigation by Prof. Dammann, who 
fed healthy sheep with hay made from the 
lupins, with the result that nearly all suffered 
to a fatal extent. The lupin hay seemed to be 
perfectly sound, with the exception that afew 
fungi of the pleospera species were found up- 
onit. But these are habitually found on 
otber plants that bave no such injurious effect 
on animals tlat partake of them. 


A writer in the Fanciers’ Journal,ia speak- 
ing of ducks, pronounces the Aylesbury and 
Pekin the best varieties, the former being 
noted for its lange white eggs ana delicately 
flavored flesh, and the latter for the richness 
of its eggs,good constitution and rapid fatten- 
ing. The Rouin is pronounced only slightly 
inferior in flavor and im quality of eggs to the 
above, matures earlier aod is hardier. The 
Aylesburv and Pekin commence laying in 
February, and contjnue for five months, with 
two orthree brief intermissions. When the 
duck wants to sit she should have from twelve 
to fifteenfeggs, and should sit in a separate 
division kept for that purpose. The door 
should always be open duringthe day, and 
she should have sufficient water near by to 
bithein. The time of incubation is twenty- 
eight days. After the ducklings are all hatched 
they should not be disturbed for twenty-four 
hours, when they are ready for food, which 
should consist of hard boiled eggs well mixed 
with oatmeal. Whenthree orfour days old 
they may have Oatmeal mixed with milk and 
a little grain. The ducklings should not have 
access to water, except to drink, until they 
receive their feathers, when they can swim 
without ipjury. 


How to Cook Eggs. 


HARD-BOILED EGGs.—Put the eggs in hot 
water to cover and boil twenty minuves. Ten 
minutes will boil them hard, but they are not 
so digestible as when boiied twenty. Ten 
minutes makes the yoiks hard and soggy; 
twenty minutes makes then light and mealy. 

SPANISH EGGS.—Cook one cup of rice 
thirty minutes in two quarts of boiling water, 
to Which has been added one tablespoonful 
of salt; drain through a colander, and then 
ad@.gne tablespoonful of butter. Spread on 
ahot platter very lightly. Now on the rice 
place six dropped eggs, and serve. : 

CREAM SAUCE.—One tablespoonful of but- 
ter, one teaspoonful of flour, one cup of cold 
mik, salt, pepper; put butter im small 
and, when hot, add _ flour, 
stir until perfectiv smooth. but do not let it 
brown; then add tne milk gradually, stirring 
ali the time, boil two miautes, then add 
chichen ard pepper, and salt to taste. 

SOFT-BOILED EGGs.—I.—Place the eggs in 
& Walim raucepan, and cover wth builing 
water: letthem stand wheretbey will keep 
hot, but not boil, for ten minutes. This 
method will cook both whites and yoiks. II. 
—Place the eggsin boiling water and boil 
three minutes and a balf. By this method 
ihe white of theevg is hardened so quickly 
that the heat does uot penetrate to the yolk 
until the last minute, and consequently the 
white is hard and the yolk hardly cooked 
enough. The first method is therefore the 
most healthful. 


EGGS ALA SAM WARD.—Boil half a dozen 
fresb eves hard as for wu salad; when cooked 
drop themin cold water. Take off sheil and 
remove the yolks, keeping — whole. 
Mash up yolks smoothly with sweet-oil. 
Pound in a mortar four anchovies, with one 
truffie as large as a walnut. Ada to tnis half 
a teaspoonful of tarragon vinegar and a very 
Jittlé red pepper, and lastly a crumb of bread 
which bas been 1ubbed on a clove of garlick, 
and mix thoroughiy with the volks. Refill 
the whites and put on ice until served.—([J. 
Street, Washington, D. C.

Three eggs, haif a eup of 
milk, one and a half tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch. one ts aspoo: ful of ralt, one tablespoon- 
ful of butter; put the omelet-pan and a cover 
that will fit close on to heat; beat toe yolks of 
the eggs, the corn-starch and the salt very 
well together; beat the whites toa stiff froth, 
add to the well-Leaten yoiks and curn-starch: 
stir all together very thorougoly, tuen add the 
wih, LOW put the butter in the hut pin and, 
When meited, pour in the mixture, over and 
place on the stuve where it will brown, but 
not burn; cook about seven minutes, fold, 
turh on a hot dish and serve with the cream 
tuice poured around it. If tue volks and 
cora-starch are thoroughly beaten ayd when 
the stiff whites are added, they are w«il-mixed 
and the pan and cover are very hot, there can 
be no failure.
